WASHINGTON. — The U.S. and 
Israel have agreed that the first 
priority in the Middle Hast must 
be combating Arab terrorizm but 
that options for negotiations must 
‘also be kept open. This was the 
main conclusion to emerge from a 
75-minute meeting on Friday be- 
tween Foreign Minister Abba Eben 


.. and Secretary of State Wiliam Ro- 


gers. ἢ 

Authoritative American and 15- 
raeli sources said Mr. Rogers did 
not raise the subject of Israeli 
raids against terrorist bases in Le- 
banon- and Syria. While the deli- 
berate avoidance of mentioning the 
Israeli raids was pot seen as an 
endorsement, it did reflect the con- 
sistent policy the U.S. has adopted 
aince the Munich Killings of “lin- 
kage” between Arab terror and Is- 
raeli reprisals. 

American officials said privately 
after the Rogers-Eban meeting that 
the absence of discussion on Israeli 
raids was also a clear indication 
that at present there was no real 
concern within the Nixon Adminis- 
tration that the situation could dete- 
Tiorate into full-scale hostilities or 
that Israel had over-reacted. 

Speaking to reporters after his 
meeting at the State Department, 
Mr. Eban said negotiations on the 
Middle East must be held up until 
the obstacle of Arab terrorism had 
been cleared. At the same time he 
noted that it was not Israel which 
had rejected proposals for negotia- 

ion. 

“One of the expressions of the 
Arab refusal to negotiate is the 
open encouragement they give to 
terrorist movements. The respon-" 
sibility for the absence of negotia- 
tions is exclusively an Arab one, in 
theory by refusing to negotiate, and 
im practice by going on with this 
Killing and murder,” Mr. Eban said. 

Asked about reports that Israel 
would take the initiative against 
the terrorists without waiting for 
further attacks, Mr. Eban sald: “It 
has always been our policy to try 
and hit wherever we can those who 
make war against us. It is not our 
obligation to wait until they come 
and cut our throats.” 

The Eban-Rogers meeting was re- 
ported to have taken place in an 
atmosphere marked by unusual 
warmth and cordiality. The Foreign 
Minister told reporters that he had 
expressed Israel’s appreciation for 
the good relations between the two

General is Sela’s deputy, Nitzav 
Shaul Rosolio. 

‘The deceased ig survived by his 
wife and. three children. His son 
is a lieutenant-colonel in the army. 
One daughter is a lawyer aud the 
second haa recently completed army 
service. 

Born in Tel Aviv, Aharon Sela 
was involved in security work since 
he. joined the Hagana at the age of 
12. He helped found its intelligence 
service and served as an aide’ to 
Moshe Sneh when the. latter was 
Hagana chief. 

" With the creation of the state, 
he joined the Israel army, reaching 
the rank of major. He joined the 
police in 1949 and served for 18 
years as commander of the Haifa 
and Northern Police Districts.

Brandt loses vote: ° 


BUNDESTAG IS DISSOLVED

BONN. — West German President 
Gustav Heinemann on Friday night 
dissolved parliament and ordered 
premature national elections for 
November 19th, after Chancellor 
Willy Brandt earlier cleared the 
way by purposely losing a vote of 

confidence in the Bundestag. 

The 496 lawmakers headed home 
to their constituencies to brace for 
an election campaign which Mr. 
Brandt termed a struggle between 
the opposition “forces of comser- 
vative resistance" and his own 


*Social Democratic Party's “forces of 


rejuvenation.” 

Christian Democrat opposition 
leader Rainer Barzel countered with 
scathing attacks on Mr. Brandt for 
allegedly failing to fill promises of 
costly education, tax and social re- 
form and leading the nation into 
five per cent annual inflation. 

Mr. Brandt's original 12-vote 
majority when he became Bonn's 
first Socialist Chancellor In 1969 was 
gradually whittled to nothing by de- 
fectors to the opposition who dis- 
agreed with his economic policies 
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and moves to recognize Germany's | earlier this year and this week 


wartime territorial losses to East 
Europe. 

‘The evenly divided parliament 
was paralysed for the past five 
months, unable to pass critical le- 
gislation, such as the 1972 budget 
which is still on ice. The way out, 
all parties agreed, was to cali for 
new elections. Short of restgning, 
the only way to do thts under the 
strict West German constitution was 
for Mr. Brandt first to lose a vote 
of confidence. 

So as not to go into elections as 
a “defeated Chancellor” Mr, Brandt 
announced his Cabinet would pur- 
posely withhold their votes on the 
confidence motion to make clear he 
wanted to lose it. He claimed the 


whole procedure had little to do/- 


with “confidence” and was really 
a technical way of lettiog the voter 
break up a hopeless parliamentary 
log-jem. 

All of this was credible as long 
as the Bundestag was sifll evenly 
divided 248 to 248, with neither 
side able to defeat the other. 

Tragically for Mr. Brandt he was 
abandoned by his former Economics 
Minister Karl Schiller who resigned 
in a dispute over monetary policy 
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stayed away from the Bundestag. 

The result was that Mr. Brandt's 
left-Uiberal coalition shrank in ef- 
fect to 247 to the opposition's 248, 
making it possible for the Christian 
Democrats to defeat the Govern- 
ment on a major vote-getting pen- 
sion reform scheme last Wednesday. 
For the first time, Mr. Barzel's 
political bloc had a clear edge over 
Mr. Brandt who now has to go 
imto the elections with one strike 
against him.

BAIFA. — Halifa’s striking dockers 
decided last night to go back to 
work today.

Jerusalem Post Staff 
President Shazer’s office officially 
denied on Friday that the President 
had sought to Intervene on behalf 
of the Eros fire-bombers, following 
an appeal to him from the Lubavit- 
cher Rebbe in New York. The de- 
nial referred to a newspaper story 
which claimed that the President 
intervened on behalf of the two 
youths, convicted of setting fire to 
the Eros sex boutique in Tel Aviv, 
after receiving a telephone call from 
the Rebbe urging him ‘to secure 
their release over Yom Kippur.

The President is reported to have 
telephoned the Prime Minister on 
Yom Kippur eve and sent a letter 
to Justice Minister Ya'acov Shim- 
shon Shapiro asking that the two in-

The two were con- 
victed on August 8 and are due to 
be sentenced on October 1.

The Watergate affair 


AMERICANS JUST 
DO NOT CARE 


T= Watergate is a massive grey 

complex of luxury apartments 
and offices which squats along the 
Potomac River. Jt houses milHonaires, 
cabinet officials, ambassadors, sena- 
tors, a supermarket and the office 
of the Democratic National Commit- 
tee. 

Barly one morning last June, po- 
ce caught five men wearing sur- 
gical gloves and electro- 
nic surveillance equipment in the 
committee offices. Thus began ‘The 
‘Watergate Caper.” 

Senator George McGovern asks

Liddy eventually returned the cash 
to Sloan a month later, in mid-May, 
but it was short by about $2,500. 
The discreparcy and movement of 
the money was not questioned by 
Stans at the time, and he claims 
he knew nothing about it.

‘Still, what convinces a court of 
law is not always necessary to 
convince an electorate presumably 
ready to believe anything about its 
leaders. Ironically, this may well be 
why President Nixon keeps climbing 
in the polls despite the Watergate 
and other ‘scandals. It is not an 
encouraging assumption to make. 
But the main reason Mr. Nixon and 
his Administration seem untarnished 
in the public mind is probably the 
growing immunity of Americans to 
yet another example, however se- 
rious, of political scandal, corrup- 
tion, inks between power and spe- 
cial interests, diversion of campaign 
funds and plain skuiduggery 
dishonest public servants. ‘So what 
else is new? 

The Watergate Caper may still 
turn into ἃ spectacular which would 
make even the American voter res- 
pond and insist that it had gone 
too far. But he is not likely to 
know much more about it unless 
there is a trial. That is unlikely be- 
fore ‘November. So what looks at 
the moment to be a case of low- 
level bungled espionage may re- 
main just that — and merely an- 
other chapter, not ἃ decisive one, 
in the campaign of 1972.

Foege emphasized that while en- 


demic smallpox has been eliminated 


in the United States, the nation still 
has ἃ stake in helping WHO wipe 
it out worldwide. In a bilateral agree- 
ment with WHO, the CDC has help- 
ed the world group’s effort to eli- 
minate the disease in West Africa. 

“I feel it's necessary for us to 
keep helping,” the smallpox expert 
said, “Just in terms of dollars, it 
costs $140 million to get rid of it 
elsewhere.”

The cooperative 
Movement had its share in these ac- 
tivities, Societies were formed for 
agricultural exploitation, for mar- 
keting farm products and for the 
supply of equipment, seeds and fer- 
titizers. But the movement never 
took real root, and the regional 
marketing association, one of three 
similar enterprises, ceased its ape- 
ration altogether mainly because of 
differences between its members.

propitious and people réalized the 
necessity for united action to 
achieve what they could not ma- 
nage individually, the movement 
underwent a renaissance. This time 
it wag not among farmers but 
among local government and muni- 
elpal officials, who became aware 
that the rising cost of living was 
making it increasingly difficult to 
make ends meet. True, their sala- 
ries also increased, but not in step 
with the rise of prices, particularly 
in the food market. 

At first, a group of colleagues 
met to discuss 2 situation in which 
by the middle of each month they 
were left without the money to buy 
the basic requirements for their 
families. This situation was, of 


course, widely exploited by the local 
grocers, who were ready to give cre- 
dit — but at a high price. The 
offictals looked at the situation 
from every angle and came to the 
conclusion that the only constructive 
Solution wag to obtain their groceries 
direct from the wholesalers, and at 
considerably lower prices. 

This was when the cooperative idea 
made its re-appearance in Kalkilya. 
Several members of the group took 
{t upon themselves to Investigate 
the practical possibilities of setting 
up a co-op. They visited cooperative 
shops in other West Bank towns and 
learned about the elementary re- 
quirements of such an enterprise. 
For months they were on the look- 
out for sultable premises. These 
offered themselves in the spring of 
this year, with the completion of 
the town's new commercial centre. 


OPEN FOR BUSINESS 

How did the Kalkilya pioneers 
go about in setting up thelr new 
enterprise? Mohammed Saleh, re- 
gional instructor in the Samaria Dis- 
trict Cooperative Office recalled that 
at the beginning, the number of 
officials ready to join the new so- 
ciety did mot exceed 30. A tempo- 
rary committee was empowered to 
carry out the necessary prelimina- 
vies, and in May the society was 
registered in the Nablus (Coopera- 
tive) District office. Once the 
necessary furniture was purchased, 
the first instalment of the annual 
rent paid, the doors of “The Coope- 
rative Consumers Society of Kal- 
kiliya Officials" were opened. 

Within a few days membership 
rose to 88, half of them women, 
an entirely new feature. It was de- 
cided that the initial value of each 
share would be IL10, each member 
was to acquire a minimum of 25 
shares. Within less than two weeks 
the new soclety had disposed of a 
share capital of TL21,750. Forty-five 
members attended the first general 
meeting, at which an executive com- 
mittee and an auditing and a pur- 
chasing committee (each of three 
members) were elected. It was 
unanimously decided that ali officers, 
including the secretary, Mohammed 
Yousef Baghdadi, would work on ἃ 
purely voluntary basis. 

A proposal to give women the 
chance of serving on the executive 
wes postponed until next year, but 
Mr. Baghdadi stressed that the fe- 
male members of the new venture 
played their full share in the dis- 
cussions at the meeting — in itself 
an achievement in such a tradition- 
ally conservative Moslem milteu. 

The new Kalkilya enterprise gives 
every promise of success: the shop 


is clear and neat. the goods are 
well displayed, and the prices are 
in general between 10 and 20 per 
cent lower than in neighbouring 
shops. 

Tewfik Shaker, the cashier, tells 
the visitor proudly that a spirit of 
real cooperation prevails among the 
members: “Everybody is ready to 
sacrifice time and energy to make 
our new co-op a going concern, 
and I don't think we'll have any 
difficulty when the time comes to” 
increase our share capital so as to 
enlarge our activities.” 

To stock up, three committee 
members po out on a once-a-week 
shopping spree in Israel and in West 
Bank markets. Vegetables and fruit 
are bought locally. 

x * * 
ALKILYA'S ts the sixth West 
Bank consumer co-operative. The 

others — most of them set up after 
1967 — are in Tulkarem, El Bireh, 
Nablus, Bethlehem and Hebron. A 
proposal is under discussion for the 
formation of a roof organization for 
these co-ops which would be run on 
the lines of the “Union of Olive Oil 
Co-operative Presses" in existence 
on the West Bank since before the 
Six Day War. Such a body would 
be able to obtain easier payment 
terms and cheaper goods for all its 
member-societies through bulk pur- 
chases, particularly in the household 
and grocery branches. Three of the 
societies have already agreed to 
the idea, and the regional co-opera- 
tive instructor believes that δὲ will 
be put into practice within a year. 
He pointed out that the six co-ope- 
ratives have a common denominator: 
all the members came from the 
better education section of the com- 
munity who understand the basic 
principles underlying the co-opera- 
tive movement and are prepared 
to make the necessary efforts and 
sacrifices in order to see thelr 
enterprises prosper. 

A member of the Kalkilya So- 
clety summed up local opinion in 
these words: “We hope that our ex- 
perience will tead to the establish- 
ment of similar undertakings in our 
town, which is in need of co- 
operation in such vital fields as 
housing, the processing of agricul- 
tural products and transport, all 
flelds which no individual can tackle 
successfully. We look towards the 
future with confidence. Our own 
activities will soon grow by the ad- 
dition of poultry, meat and other 
requirements to the list of the goods.

Girected only against Israel. 
Were it so, a U.N. Secretary 
might fear being branded “pro- 
Israel” or “anti-Arab.” and pre- 
fer to let matters take taeir 
course. He has had vigorous 
support from the U.S. on this 
point, and the General Assembly 
Will at least nave to raise the 
issue. 


Ironically enough even the 
fact that several letter-bombs 
have now reached Amman would 
not save him from Arab criti- 
cism, for this latest incident has 
placed Jordan. unasked. in the 
aenis line of fire with israel 
itself. 


Nor is he likely ta have been 
moved by the remarkable ex- 
planation offered by Mr. Jacob 
Malik, the Soviet Representative, 
for not voting against tire dis- 
eussion of terrorism in the U.N. 
Assembly — that the Soviet 
Mission had itself suffered at- 
tacks, a reference to the rather 
ineffective harassment of Soviet 
diplomats in New York by mem- 
bers of the Jewish Defence 
League. 

The real reason for the Soviet 
stand, one must suppose, is more 
significant, and has to do with 
Soviet unwillingness to accept 
China's lead at the U.N. Russia 
cannot be more violent and more 
anti-Western than China. which 
offered blanket approval for 
every form of terrorism against 
“imperialists, colonialists, neo- 
colonialists" and others. right 
down to “Zionists.” In the pre- 
sent search for 8 detente with 
the West, Russia does not want 
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to outdo the Chinese in threats, 
and does rot want to present a 
paler version of their view, and 
thus has no choice left but to 
abstain if it is not to pive 
outright support to the West. 
The admission of Chima to the 
U.N. may still prove to have 
been the wisest move of the 
year. 

In any case the Yugoslavs 
also have a ‘egitimate and 
serious grievance against ter- 
rorism, ior Croat emigrés mur- 
dered a Yugoslav ambassador in 
Sweden Jast year, and ten days] 
ago followed this up by hijack- 
ing a Scandinavian airliner and 
demanding the release of six 
other Croats imprisoned in 
Sweden for the original killing. 
They obtained the release of 
the prisoners, in exchange for 
the airline passengers, and a 
ransom that was modest by the 
standards of American hijackers. 
and forced the plane to fly on 
to Madrid, whose right-wing 
government might have been ex- 
pected to be relatively favour- 
able to their cause. 

Spanish police surrounded the 
plane and the hijackers gave 
themselves up very soon. The 
secret of Madrid's suecess in 
stopping the hijacking was 
simple enough: the Croats knew 
there was no country in the 
world that would really back 
them. The men are now being 
put on trial in Spain. 

If Dr. Waldheim and the U.N. 
seek an answer to the hijack 
plague, they have it here. Serious 
action threatened against the air 
communications of any country 
that gives asylum to hijackers 
could stop hijacking Medrid-style, 
without bloodshed. But of course 
it now looks as though Arab 
terrorists with captured planes 
might also find a safe haven in 
China. 


PRIVATE ARMIES 


Davar (Histadrut), referring to 
the attempt to dispstch erms to 
the U.S., writes: “Israel will not 
tolerate private armies purporting 
to undertake to safeguard the 
Stste, We have institutions and 
people whose profession that is, 
and we have no need fcr amateurs.” 


Matzofe (Natiorel Religious), 
also stressing thar under no cir- 
cumstances can the activity of 
underground circles be suffered in 
an orderly State with its own 
security branches, remarks: “The 
dispatcher of arms apparently does 
not mind involving ‘Israel in his 
adventures, provided he appears as 
our saviour from terrorism.” The 
paper then appeals to Rabbi Kahane 
oz the Jewish Defence League: 
“Please relieve us of your concern 
for the State of Israel — a con- 
cern which is extremely harm ful.” 


Al Hamishmar (Mapam) asks 
why the police take πὸ action 
against the members of the Jew- 
ish Defence League, “who admitted 
openly that they were responsible

Heykal sees Mid-Kast 


moves after U.S. vote 


Al Abram editor Mohamed Has- 
sanein Hevkal wrote on Friday 
that a new attempt to deal in some 
form with the deadlocked Middle 
Fast crisis was undoubtedly in the 
offing. 

In Mr. Heykal's opinion — formed 
after talks with a number of West- 
ern European politicians during 2 
recent tour — the new attempt will 
be made after the United States 
presidential elections in November. 

“After having established good re- 
lations with Moscow and Peking and 
after recent endeavours in Vietnam, 
the Middle East is the field in 
which the United States Adminis- 
tration can perform their magic 
tricks,” he said. The expected at- 
tempt will not be ἃ purely Amer- 
jean one, but the result of Amer- 
ican-Soviet understanding. 

Mr. Heykal quoted Palestine ter- 
rorist leader Yasser Arafet as say- 
ing that a Soviet leader told him 
ip Moscow some weeks ago: “I am 
confident that the Middle East 
crisis will find a solution within 
8 year from now.” 

Although he did not clearly state 
it, it was impiied in Mr. Heykal’s 
articie that the expected attempt to 
de2! with the Middle East problem 
would not necessarily be favourable 
to the Arab countries. 

Reiterating his call for an Arab 
summit meeting, Mr, Heykal said it 
would be the right forum for “put- 
ting the general Arab situation in 
order.” 

This was an essential prerequi- 
site before the Arabs could face 
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the expected American-Soviet at- pulsive Colonel Gaddai,

tempt to settle the Middle Hast 
crisis. 

Other prerequisites, in Mr. 
Heykal’s opinion, included “putting 
Arab-Soviet relations in order on 
sound and healthy bases.” 


The Guardian of London com- 
mented on the situation in Ugan- 
da: ‘Murder, torture and brutality 
are being practised by soldiers of 
the Ugandan Army, whether spon- 
taneously or on orders from above. 
Savagery during a civil war is not 
new... The horror of the Ugandan 
report lies ir the random way that 
Africans, Asians and Europeans may 
be the victims of General Amin's 
madness or calculated callousness. It 
lies also, most worryingly for the 
future, in the risk that as the No- 
vember 7 deadline approaches, large 
numbers of Asians in Uganda may 
find themseives in Amin's camps...

CAIRO (Ofns). — 
‘THERE are cumblings of revolt 
from Egypt's intellectuals. 


Circulating in Cairo, in a cloak and 
daggerish way, is a “cultural state- 
ment” signed by more than 500 
Egyptian writers, artists and Intel- 
Jectuals, protesting against stagna- 
tion and corruption in the nation's 
cultural life. 

“Egypt's culture is dying a slow, 
painful death under the stranglehold 
of innumerable constrictions: censor- 
ship, religious, social and political 
bigotry, graft and corruption,” a 
signatory of the statement com- 
plained, 

Egypt’s younger writers and 
artists believe that the situation, 
which has been deplorable ever 
since the 1952 revolution set the 
country on the “progressive” path, 
has taken a turn for the worse 
following Egypt's recent dramatic 
shift towards the Right and a 
calculated revival of religious 
fanaticism. Preachers in Alexandria’s 
mosques were recently reported to 
have attacked left-wing intellectuals, 
proclaiming that “there is oo Left 
in Egypt, only Islam and Christian- 
ity," and accusing those who depart- 
ed from this rigid classification of 
being enemies of ‘the country. 

Political sources sald the attacks 
were aimed specifically at Yussif 
Idriss, one of Egypt's leading 
writers and playwrights. 

Idriss, whose works have been 
translated into several languages, is 
secretary-general of the Writers’ 
Union. Last July, he defied a Gov- 
ernment ban and led a _ funeral 
procession in Cairo for Ghassan 
Kanafanl, the Palestinian writer 
and terrorist leader who was as- 
sassinated. 

In recent weeks there were 
rumours in Cairo that Idriss was 
under arrest or house detention in 
Alexandria. The latest unconfirmed 
reports say that he is suffering 
from a "psychological disturbance.” 

Early this month the “Writers of 
Tomorrow,” ἃ group of several 
hundred young intellectuals formed 
three moths ago under official 
licence, was ordered to vacate Its 
premises in the office of the official 
“Lovers of the Arts” organization. 
The secretary of the organization 
said the order followed pressure 
by the Ministry of Interlor. 

The need to write according to 
dictated policies, lines and patterns 
has been a nag} dilemma for 
Egypt's intellectuals for the past 
20 years. Many gave up and emi- 
grated. Many more gave up writing 
and stayed. Others accepted the 
compromise of producing what edit- 
ors, the Ministries of National Gui- 
dance and the Interior expected of 
them or resorted to “camouflage” 
writing. 

RIGID GUIDELINE 

To be acceptable, writings and 
works of art must follow rigidly the 
regime's poiltical guideline, praising 
progress and achievements under the 
“Socialist Revolution.” 

To criticize the wretched living 
and working conditions of Egypt’s 
masses, their political representa- 
tion, the absence of intellectual free- 
dom, even to express the simple 
urge to reoccupy lands last to Israel, 
writers and artists must resort to 
the “camouflage” of historical trans- 
position to the Turkish or British 
occupations or the rule of the “feud- 
al class." Audiences are aware of 
and enjoy this sort of subterfuge. 

Books, articles and poems that 
deviate in the slightest from the 
official image are rejected, expur- 
gated or rewritten, 

A well-known Palestinian refugee 
poet. who contributes'to the literary 
section of a leading Cairo daily 
fewspaper once wrote that when 
in despair he elected to “write upon 
the sky,” the censor “took away 
the clouds.” The poem remained un- 
published. 

Freedom of the press and of ex- 
pression headed the demands of 
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Egypt's striking, rio! ents in 
1968 and again early this year. The 
late President Nasser promised “de- 
mocratization” and liberalization; so 
did President Sadat. Students and 
intellectuals complain. however, that 
restrictions are getting tighter, not 
looser. 
tm the statement now οἱ 

in Egypt, the .@gyptian patriotic 
writers” complain that the “suf- 
focating official policy prevents 
Egyptian writers and intellectuals 
from shouldering ὑπαὶ} responsibi- 
lities as part of the conscience of 
the Egyptian people.” Culture in 
Egypt has been reduced to the level 
of a “commodity which is subject 


primarily to considerations of proft— ἡ 


and loss,” the statement claims. 
“Publishing houses have been hand, 
ed over to a small retrograde clique.” 
Tt ‘accuses the censor of being 
lenient only with “frivolous sensu- 
ality, reactionary thought and driv- 
el,” and of being “excessively strict 
towards progressive trends.” 


DEMANDS 

The statement demands that the 
publication of cultural periodicals 
should be in the hands of editorial 
boards representative of all view- 
points and that committees be set 
up for the production of books that 
will sharpen awareness, stimulate 
critical throught and express all 
points of view. The writers also 
demand the lifting of the ban on 
poetry in dialectal Arabic and blank 
verse, the end of censorship of 
literary and artistic. work and of 
restrictions on the import of foreign 
and Arab books, periodicals and 
magazines. They demand “respect for 
the moral dignity of the writer and 
of his freedom to express himself.” 

Political sources and intellectuals 
who did not put thelr names to the 
statement expect only negative re- 
sults. While they admire the spirit 
of those who signed the protest, 
feel consider it a quixotic gesture. 
{ will change nothing, they say. 
The authorities wil not be moved 
to end restrictions, to put new men 
in charge of Egypt's cultural af- 
fairs or to pension off the censor. 

Putting one’s signature to such 
a document is no doubt an offence 
under the new law on internal se- 
curity, they argue. It will almost 
certainly get the initiators into trou- 
ble, increase official suspicion of 
all intellectuals and, perhaps, pre- 
cipitate a sweeping political purge. 

The reaction in student circles 
was more positive. Any action 
against stagnation, corruption and 
dogmatic rule is good, student lead- 
ers say, and will have the support 
of all those who wished to revivify 
Egypt's cultural and polttical life 
In preparation for the opening of 
berthed next month, the students 
are themselves aring further ac- 
tivity. ΕΥ of :

depression in the Egyptian fishing 
industry, as controlof the Nile flood 
waters deprived the schools of sar- 
dines at the mouth of the deita of 
their food, formerly carried down 

the river. ᾿

moved northwards In the Mediter- 
ranean and are now concentrating
